and thus leave us in tho undisputed occupancy 
of the ground which wo had previously adopted 
and wore preparing to occupy as soon and as 
fast as the means at our disposal would permit, 
and oven sinco the Watertown Company have 
decided to let their road as far as Columbus, 
we havo been assured that tho object of con- 
structing that portion of their line, was to en- 
able them to unite there with the Central Wis- 
consin Road, and not with a view to its further 
extension in tho direction of Portage City. 


We are therefore suddenly surprised by tho 


announcement that that company has resolved 
to put their road under contract to Portage 
City, Prodded that the eity of Milwaukee will 
lend them their credit, by tho issue of bonds to 
aid in tho construction of that portion of tho 
road. Without such aid, it is believed, that no 
further effort will be made by that company, to 
construct that portion of their road ; and the 
question presented for your consideration is. 
whether the city of Milwaukee will, by its di~ 
reel action, give "aid and comfort'1 to an enter- 
prise thus prosecuted in a spirit of hostility to 
a similar and prior work, in which tho city is 
deeply involved. It seems to this company that 
such act would bo too obviously injurious and 
suicidal to command your assent, if you duly 
reflected upon and wero fnlly advised upon its 
consequences. 


We have no hostility to tho Watertown com- 


pany, and would, by every means in our power, 
aid and assist them in all their efforts to accom- 
plish their work, provided they would pursue 
their proper and legitimate route, and leave us 
to pursue ours. We only remonstrate against 
the city aiding them iu hostile demonstrations 
against us ; and not against the city lending 
them their aid in the accomplishment of all fair 
and proper measures. If that company would 
restrict itself, as this company has, to its own 
legitimate section of the State, we should be 
glad to see your city, and all the other cities 
and couutios on their route lend them all the 
aid in their power. Wo therefore do not op- 
pose them, but we oppose their attempts unwar- 
rantably to injure us. 


Tho La Croaso company can never be driven 


from its original and proper route ; it is not in 
it<i power to abandon that route, if it icould; — 
and any attempt having that end in view, will 
be a signal failure, by whomsoever attempted. 
But if the Watertown company elmll persist in 
an attempt to usurp what appropriately belongs 
to us, and if the city of Milwaukee shall lend 
them their aid for that purpose, (xvithout which 
it is believed that company would abandon the 
effort,) then and in that case it would be a ques 
tion for this company to determine how far they 
should seek to correct such injurious efforts, by 
resorting to retaliating measures. The Water- 
town company must not suppose that they are 
invulnerable ; nor that they can with impunity 
commit aggression upon their neighbors. On 
the contrary, they will find, (perhaps too late.) 
that a persistence in their present course will 
lead to results, greatly to their disadvantage, 
and to arrest these consequences, and save to 
the city and country all the strife aud mutual 
damage which may ensue, wo respectfully urge 
upon your body a call in consideration of the 
whole subject and its consequences, immediate 
and remote, before taking final action ina man- 
ner which will embrue it in useless difficulties. 


We disavow all spirit of rivalry towards the 


Watertown Company, or any other Road lead- 
ing to Milwaukee, and it would bo our pride, 
and gratify our highest wishes, to see them 
all flourishing, and in the most prosperous con- 
dition. We desire to be with them on terms of 
peace and harmony, and in the exercise of 
kindly offices and good will. Wo are disposed 
to exert our utmost influence to prevent tho 
construction of all Rail Roads the tendency of 
which might be to withdraw tho commercial 
business of Wisconsin from Milwaukee to oth- 
er Cities or States, and so far as in tho range 
of our ability, secure to Milwaukee that •com- 
mercial-supremacy, to which by her position 
she is entitled.
